THE TIDE HAS TURNED 


Thoughtful students of our political 
conditions followed 
the steady 
de­ 
cadence in the power and influence of 
the Lower House of Congress for sev­ 
eral years with feelings of alarm for 
the future of our institutions.

ment. 


These same observers are 
pleased | 
to note that there has been a change j 
for the better of late. 
The first im- ! 
portam indication of it they find 
in j 
the insurgency of a portion of the j 
house which they feel will lead to j 
resumption by that body of Its con­ 
stitutional position as the dominant 
and moving force of the government. 
The senate had its insurgents as well, 
and their efforts were largely directed 
against the oligarchy which had been 
the outgrowth of (he changing condi­ 
tions and had come to control through j 
them. 
The whole movement 
against 
the control of the 
nation 
by 
the i 
Speaker of the House and 
a 
small : 
clique of senators has been 
greatly j 
assisted by the attitude of President 
Taft, who has consistently refused to 
step outside his constitutional func­ 
tions. 


It may be accepted as fundamental j 
that, if the people are to rule it must : 
be through the dominance of the popu- j 
iar branch of the national legislature, j 
and this move to return the balance 
of power where it rightfully belongs . 
will be hailed with pleasure and re- | 
newed hope by all true lovers of our ! 
form of government. 


SCHOOL BANKING SYSTEM 


Many will remember the enthusiasm 
with which the school banking fad was 
received over the country a few years 
ago and the speed with which it dis­ 
appeared after a brief trial. 
In a few 
cities the school authorities had 
the 
nerve to continue the work as begun 
and some of them report encouraging 
results. 
St. Paul was one of the faith­ 
ful and a report made a few days since 
shows that the children of that city 
have deposited over $60,000 
during 
the past fifteen years. 
This is quite 
a sum of money to be 
picked 
up in 
pennies and represents more self-de­ 
nial on the part of the little ones than 
a good many times its amount would 
mean to their elders. 
The real gain 
in following out the scheme is not in 
the amount saved, but in the forma­ 
tion of habits of self-denial for 
the 
purpose of saving and in the learning 
of business 
methods 
and 
business 
thinking. 
While it probably is 
true 
that the plan is impracticable as an 
addition to the already over-burdened 
schools, it has undoubtedly done much 
good and parents will do well to carry­ 
forward the same line of instruction 
for their children as a supplement to 
what has already been accomplished.
